COMMISSIONER TALKS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Hon. Car- 


ro-1 D. Wrig'ht, Commissioner of the 
. United States Department of Labor, 
today made the following statement as 
to Mr. Carnegie's endowment o£ a na- 
tional university at 'Washington: 


"Tho 
g-eneral discussion which has 


been carried on during1 the past twen- 
ty-five years in relation to the estab- 
lishment 
at a national university in 


Washington has culminated in a mag- 
nificent iplace and endowment by Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie. For a number of 
years the university idea held sway, 
'but about bwo years ago the matter 
was 
taken up iby .the Washington 


Academy ot Sciences and this body, in 
co-'operatiCMi 
with the George Wash- 


ington memorial Association forms- a 
definite plan, which differed .radically 
from the university plan contemplated 


in the earlier years. This resulted in 
last spring, as was then published, as 
the organization of Washington Me- 
morial Institution. The plan was, in 
brief, as 'follows: 


"1—Organisation. A private foundation 


independent of government support or 
control. 


"I'—Objects. 
fA)—To facilitate the use 
of scientific and cither resources ot" the 
government for research; (B)—To co-ope- 
rate with Universities, eolk-gss ana ir.ili- 
viritialH in security to properly qualified 
persons for advanced study and research. 
"Dr. 
Daniel 
C. 
Oilman, 
Ultimate,y 
President of the Johns Hopkins Univers- 
ity, 
was elected director of the institu- 
tion. 


"When Mr. Carnegie came to consider 
the question of endowing 
a 
national 
university at Washington he investigated 
the whole subject with his u.iiial thor- 
oughness and found that ;m institution 
devoted to research and the training of 
capable persons was more in accord with 
his conceptions than 
the establishment 
of a university tbat would rival the al- 
ready existing universities of the country. 
How far he was led to this conclusion 
by the work that had been dene by the 
organizations in Washington is unknown, 
but his action indicates that bo had faith 
in the general plan that had been de- 
veloped and crystalized in that city. 
"ft is probable that the Washington 
memorial 
institution 
will suspend 
its 
operation, for it is understood that Mr. 
Carnegie's plan not only embraces all 
the proposed activities of the institution, 
but goes far beyond these.'

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Republi- 


can members of the "Ways and Me^ans 
Committee today agreed on a Philippine 
measure and later the entire membership 
of tne cmmittee, Demcrats and Republi- 
cans, was called together for the first 
time. At an early meeting of the Repub- 
lican members, Col, Edwards, Chief oC 
the Insular Division of the "War Depart- 
ment, was further heard as to the meth- 
ods employed in framing the schedule of 
rates on imports to the Philippines. In 
particular, he brought out the fact that 
care was taken to consult with the in- 
terested industries whenever a delicate 
question of adjustment arose. The War 


Department she-wing brought out the fact 
' that in effect the United States enjoys a 
[preference under the present Philippine 
rates, for, although no preference is ex- 
pressed, yet articles are so described as 
to prefer the American products. Canned 
goods are specified as a marked instance 
of this, the description being such as to 
fit the American product and give it a 
decided advantage over foreign canned 
goods.

to t'he Attorney General of the 


United 
States and a press dispatch 


from Washington is to the effect that 
the Attorney General's opinion would 
be 
forwarded 
today and Intimated 


strongly that the opinion would be in 
favor 
of 
giving Dubose his credits 


which 'will shorten his term o£ impris- 
onment of six months by about, sixty 
clays. This would make him a. 
free 


man within a fo\v days. As soon as he 
regains his liberty, the judg'e will re- 
turn to his -home in I\!or.fana. 


Woodward's decision was based upon 


the theory that contempt of court is 
not 
an offense as"iinst the law but 


asainst the court and as such the of- 
fender Is not eligible io the credits of 
prisoners committed for statutory of- 
fenses. 


The foreshadowed decision of the At- 


torney 
General is to tilie effect that 


contempt of courts is a criminal of- 
fense and as such, the person impris- 
oned 
is entitled to credits for good 


conduct. 


The case of Dubose recalls to the- jail 


officials of this county that o£ Judge 
Terry which was almost similar in ev- 
ery 
feature. While 
the 
celebrated 


Sharon divorce ease \vas on trial in 
1SSH, ex-Judge Terry was commuted 
to the jail of this county for contempt 
by Justice Fields .who wa-s sitting in 
Che United States Circuit Court. Like 
that of Judge Dubose's, Terry's sen- 
tence was for .six months. An attempt 
.vas made 
to 
get Terry out of jail 


n habeas corpus proceedings which were 
brought before Justice Sawyer 
of 
the 
same court. 
The decision was against 
Terry, Judge Sawyer holding that con- 
tempt of court was not a criminal of- 
fense and could not, therefore, be treated 
as such in the suit brought Ior Terry's 
relief. Terry, as a consequence, was com- 
pelled to serve'o.ut his term of imprison- 
ment. 
Lawyers in this city, strange as it may

SEWER PLANS.

specifications for the outflow of the main 
sewer in the annexed district, the sewer 
to be constructed within the limits of the 
city, was referred to Councilmen Ruoh, 
Bon and Wixson for a report in conjunc- 
tion with the City Engineer.
